The California State Federation 
of Labor, having abandoned its| 
plan to referendum the bill knock- 
ing out the secondary boycott and 
“hot cargo,” is preparing, nonethe- 
less, to initiate a proposal which 
would give labor complete domi- 
nance over future sessions of the, 
State Legislature. 

Canny AFL leaders have admit- 
ted (but not for publication) that! 
their abandonment of plans to re- 
ferendum the Legislature’s act out- 
lawing the secondary boycott was 
due to the fact that they were 
fearful of the results at the polls. 
And not wanting to risk a turn- 
down from the voters, they have 
decided to make war on the Legis- 
lature, instead of its enagtments. 

The proposal which the AFL will 
seek to qualify for the 1941 ballot 
by initiative petition is designed to 
give the cities complete control of 
the Legislature, to break rural con- 
trol of the State Senate, which is 
now elected from rural districts, 
and to destroy those checks and |} 
balances that are so necessary to, 
preserve a free democracy and pro- | 
tect the minority groups within it. | 

With the Assembly already elect-| 
ed on a population basis, and there- | 
fore controlled by urban areas, the, 
proposed labor initiative would ab-! 
olish the present system under | 


which the Senate is districted on | 


a territorial basis, and would place) 
the Senate likewise on a strict pop- | 
ulation basis. | 

If adopted, this initiative amend- |, 
ment would virtually disenfranchise | 
51 rural counties in California, as 
16 senators would be elected from 
Los Angeles County and 6 from| 
the metropolitan counties of San 
Francisco and Alameda. 

Thus, three metropolitan coun- 
ties would elect 22 out of 40 sena- 
tors, and the predominantly urban 
counties of San Diego, San Bernar- | 
dino, Santa Clara and Sacramento, 
each entitled to one senator under 
the new proposal, would bring the 
total of urban county senators to 26. | 
As a result, the 51 predominantly 
rural counties would elect only 14 
senators, and each of the proposed 
senatorial districts would have a 
population of at least 173,000. 

Under the existing plan of legis- 
lation, patterned after the Federal, 
plan, the Senate is elected on a, 
territorial basis, and the Assembly 
‘on a population basis establishing 
a balance of power between rural, 
and city districts. The rural coun- 
ties now elect 33 out of 40 mem- 
bers of the Senate while the urban 
areas have complete control of the 
lower house. 

It is interesting to note, in view 
of labor’s insistence that Califor- 
nia change its system of legisla- 
tive election, that only 15 out of 
the 48 states now elect both upper 
and lower houses of their legislature 
from districts of equal population. 
Except for Nebraska, which has a 
unicameral legislature, the remain- 
ing 32 states all elect one house or 
the other on a territorial basis. 


California agriculture has much 
at stake on the outcome of this 
contest, for agriculture is stil] Cal- 
ifornia’s most important industry, 
despite the fact that urban popula- 
tion now over-balances rural popu- 
lation. 

The raw materials which have 
made this state rich still come from 
the rural lands. True, the raw ma- 
terials are finished in the cities; 
true, the cities are the marketing 
centers. But California’s funda- 
mental wealth lies in its rural dis- 
tricts. 

Is it right to disenfranchise the 
rural areas of California which have | 
brought this state to greatness? Is/| 
it right to permit the processing 
and distributing centers to domi- | 
nate the producing areas? Is it 
right to permit the men who live 
off the fruits of the soil to dictate 
to the men who produce the pro- 
ducts of the soil? 

This writer is willing to leave the 
answers to those questions to the 
rang and file of Voters of Califor- 
nia, fully confident of the results 
if they go to the polls informed as 
to the basic question at issue. 

California has won its right to its” 
place in the sun by battling all the 
forces of nature. It certainly won’t 
give up that place simply because. 
some of the handlers of its products | 
wish to dominate the entire indus='( 
try. |

@ You and I know that as we come 
in contact with the beautiful in 
art, music and literature; that as 
we mingle more with others of 
high tastc in these respects; as we 
go more often to art museums, 
symphonies and operas, witness 
good dramas and read good litera- 
ture, our taste is cultivated to 
want more of like quality. How- 
ever, good taste may have been 
pretty well-established for some 
of us during our earlier years. 

What are we parents doing to 
cultivate good taste in our grow- 
ing children? 

You say the school is doing 
much, It is. At school the child 
may learn something about the 
beautiful in art, music and litera- 
ture. But out of school, alas, his 
taste is seldom cultivated on a 
very high level. 


Start in Early Years 


However, a few wise parents ac- 
quaint their children during their 
very early years, from infancy in- 
deed, with the beautiful. The baby 
hears snatches from the master- 
pieces of music even before he can 
toddle, and during his pre-school 
years may be given selected rec- 
ords to provide himself good mu- 
sic. His mother’s voice, in speech 
or lullaby, has always been soft 
and low. She has repeated nursery 
rhymes to him and read to him 
from verse and prose, including 
folklore and fairy tales. 

Some local civic groups have de- 
veloped the children’s theater so 
that youngsters may know the 
high levels of the dramatic arts, 
The high water mark in efforts to 
cultivate good musical and dra- 
matic taste in children from 6 to 
12 has been attained through the 
contributions of Junior Programs, 
Inc., a non-profit enterprise—the 
only non-profit organization, I un- 
derstand, bringing fine music to 
children in hundreds of communi- 
ties. Recently it celebrated its 
1750th performance. 


Offer Only the Best 


It was my privilege to witness 
an abbreviated opera, “Jack and 
the Beanstalk,” presented by a 
Junior Programs cast before the 
recent convention of the National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers 
at Boston. It was superb. 

President Virginia Kletzer in 
presenting Dorothy McFadden, 
President and Founder of Junior 
Programs, said, “Mrs. McFadden 
believes that any performance by 
adults for children should be the 
very best.” 

Next fall a new musical drama, 
“The Adventures of Marco Polo,” 
widl take to the road, with actors, 
dancers, singers and stage man- 
agers driving their truck and car 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and back, from Canada to Texas, 
Each day they will stop in a dif- 
ferent town, set up their scenery 
and lighting in some school or 
ecmmunity auditorium, and play 
to children ready and eager for 
their next Junior Programs show. 

These fortunate children see 
drama, suspense, excitement; yes, 
but in right doses planned for 
their good. There is color and de- 
sign, but it is created by talented 
artists with an eye for beauty, not 
for startling effect. There is mu- 
sic, tuneful and rhythmical, but 
worth hearing and remembering. 
There is dancing, but not within 
the narrow limits of tap and jit- 
terbug — dancing that opens up 
new vistas of lovely movement to 
young eyes and bodies. 

We parents are grateful for the 
gtandards set and the taste for the 
beautiful cultivated in our grow- 
ing children by such a service as 
that of the Junior Programs.
